OF TAXATION 


Polnted Out In Important De- 
cision by Supreme Gourt 


CORPORATION TAX LAW UPHELD 


Every Objection Presented by Its Foes 
Is Overruled—Measure Declared to 
Be Purely a Tax on Privilege of Do- 
Ing Business—Not an Arbitrary Ex- 
ercise of Power In Putting It In 
Payne-Aldrich Tariff 


Washington, March 14.—The Unit- 
ed States supreme court handed down 
a decision upholding the constitution- 
ality of the corporation on tax law. 
The decision was read by Justice 
Day. 

The decision, which is unanimous, 
is sweeping in detail, every objection 
being overruled. It holds that the 
corporation tax is not a direct tax on 
personal or real property of corpora- 
tions, but that it is purely an excise 
tax, levied by authority of congress 
on the corporations for the right of 
doing business, the same as a revenue 
tax is levied on Hquor dealers. 

The tax is held not to be an income 
tax, but an excise tax and, the opinion 
States, falls clearly within the pro- 
visions and authority of congress. The 
Opinion is also tknt the tax is not 
@ direct tax on shareholders, thus 
ae i the chief claims of its 


The decision holds, as regards cor- 
porations doing business, that the 
United States has a right to levy the 
1 percent tax on those, and can tax 
all business in a state except internal 
functiénhs of the state government it- 
self, 

As regards the excise tax, said 
Justice Day, only one requirement is 
madé by the constitution—that is geo- 
ras uniformity, As this 1 percent 

¥@ levied on all corporations in the 
United States, it complies with this 
requirement, and is clearly consti- 
tutional. 

“The constitution,” said Day, 
“gives power to congress to select the 
Subjects of all excise tax without any 
argument. That this is a tax on fran- 
echise rights, upon capitalization or 
tipo stocks of a corporation is erro- 
neous. 

“It is purely a tax,” declared Day, 
“on the privilege of doing business, 
not upon the property of the corpo- 
rations. It is also claimed that this 
is simply another way of taxing non- 
taxable property, such as certain 
forms of bonds, but this is not true in 
any sense in regard to the corporation 
tax. The right of the government to 
establish an excise tax cannot be ques- 
tioned. 

“If it Is once conceded that this tax 
ig a rightful exercise of congressional 
power, the argument that it is an 
excessive exercise of this power can 
have no standing in this court. This 
court deals only with the constitu- 
tionality of the exercise of that power. 
As to public service corporations, it 
is claimed that they exercised official 
gemi-governmental functions and that 
they should not be subject to this 
tax. 

“No argument, however, can elim- 
inate the fact that they are private 
corporations and that they are merged 
for the benefit o: the stockholders 
and that they must come under the 
corporation tax.” 

It was as an adjunct to the Payne- 
Aldrich tariff law that the corporation 
tax came into existence. The stand- 
patters and the high protectionists in 
congress were accused of flinging it 
as a sop to the people in the hope 
that the violent clamor against the new 
tariff might at least temporarily be 
halted. In this spirit it was enacted 
into law and Senator Aldrich frankly 
stated in the course of a debate in the 
senate that he expected it would be 
repealed inside of three years. 


FIRST TAKEN AS A JOKE 


Missour! House Passes Bill Prohibit- 
ing Treating In Saloons 

Jefferson City, Mo., March 13.— 
The house passed a bill prohibiting 
treating in saloons. It was introduced 
by Representative Bodsworth of Callo- 
way, a clergyman, who ‘says it will 
éolve the liquor problem. 

It was looked upon as a joke, but 
members voted for it and sent it to 
the senate for action there. It re- 
ceived 83 votes to 17 against it. 


Mangled by Elevator 
Boston, March 15.—David Geigar, 
Aged 22, was killed im the Amory 
building while he was working on the 
top of the elevator. Greiger was 
practically decapitated, half of his 
head being torn away by steel cables.

DUEL iN st WELHY STORE 


Proprietor, Though Wotinded, Puts 
Two Bandits to Rout 

Boston, March 16.—A duel in which 
three men repeatedly fired in their at- 
tempts to kill marked the raid of two 
desperadoes on the jewelry store of 
Levi Blumberg, 1378 Washington 
street, last night. In defending his 
property from the marauders, Blum- 
berg was shot in the breast. But his 
brave defense of his property, in 
which he gave bullet for bullet with 
the robbers, saved him from heavy 
loss. 

One of the robbers, giving the name 
of Henry Shaw and also the name of 
Henry Harrison, was captured after 
being chased for several blocks by 
Harry T. Cowell, who followed the 
fleeing man in an automobile, and at- 
tracted the attention of Patrolman 
Reed, who effected the capture. 

The second robber separated from 
Shaw as the two ran from the store, 
making a clear getaway. The police 
think that the pair are New York 
crooks, who came to this city looking 
for loot. 


JUDGE'S LIFE THREATENED 


Man Suspected of Writing Letter Ar- 
rested by Postal Official 

Portsmouth, N. H., March 15,— 
Fred Gilbert, 23 years old, was ar- 
rested here by Postoffice Inspector 
Robinson on the charge that he wrote 
the letter received by Judge Samuel 
P. Hadley of the Lowell, Mass., po- 
lice court, threatening his life. 

Gilbert is one of nine men arrested 
in a raid in Lowell some time ago, 
but he was discharged because there 
was no evidence against him.

New York, March 16.—The $10,000 
prize offered duriang the aviation meet 
last October for the fastest flight from 
Belmont park to the Statue of Liberty 
and return has been awarded tc 
Count Jacques de Lesseps, the French 
aviator, by the governors of the Aerc 
Club of America. The late John B. 
Moisant, who was first adjudged the 
winner, and Claude Grahame-White, 
the English aviator, who contested the 
award, are both disqualified. 

Count de Lesseps finished last in the 
race. Moisant made the race in 34 
minutes and 38.84 seconds, but was 
ordered disqualified by the interna- 
tional body, because he had failed tc 
fulfill the conditions by making a pre- 
vious sustained fight of an hour's dura- 
tion. Grahame-White’s time was 356 
minutes and 21.30 seconds, and de 
Lesseps’ time 39 minutes 38.50 sec- 
onds.

State Department Demands Re- 
lease of Americans 


BRINGS UP A DIRECT ISSUE 


its Settlement Likely to Prove Irri- 
tating Under Present Circumstances. 
—Rebels and Federals May Join. 
Hands Against United States Should 
We Attempt to Intervene—Border 
Patrol to Be Increased by Several 
Troops of Cavalry—Meanwhile the 
Revolution In Mexico Is Spreading 


Washington, March 16.—The 
American government, through the 
state department, made a formal deée- 
mand of the Mexican government that 
Edwin Blatt and Lawrence Converse, 
locked up in the federal prison at 
Juarez, Mex., as prisoners of war, 
be released. It is the first direct is- 
gue between 
since the troops were ordered to the 
Mexican boundary. 

This government asserts, after a 
long investigation, that the two young 
men, who had been with the insur- 
rectos, were arrested on American 
soil—actually kidnapped—and taken 
into Mexican territory. 

Enrique C. Creel, minister’ of 
foreign affairs, at Mexico City, after 
hearing that the United States had de- 


‘cided to demand the release of the two 


prisoners, said: 

“This government is satisfied that 
the Americans were arrested on Mexi- 
can soil. This decision is based on 
the official report made to us.” 

The official report made to the Unit- 
ed States government is just as em- 
phatic the other way. P. D. Ea- 
wards, United States consul at 
Juarez, reported: 

“After a thorough investigation | 
found that Lawrence Converse and 
Edwin Blatt were kidnapped by Mexti- 
can authorities on American soil at 
least 600 feet from the boundary.” 

Under the present circumstances, 
the settlement of this question ts 
likely to prove irritating. It is an In- 
dication, moreover, that America is 
determined to protect the lives and 
property of her citizens in Mexico. 

In the face of the official denials that 
more American forces were to be sent, 
to the border, ordera have been issiéd’ 
increasing the patrol by several troops 
of cavalry, at the request of General’ 
Duncan. This is taken to mean that 
the Washington officials themselves 
are none too sure of their ground. 

The serious intimation that Mexi- 
cans, both rebels and federals, would 
draw together in their opposition to 
intervention by the United States is 
given by tne representatives of both 
parties in the United States. Should 
this state of affairs come about the 
great American field of industry in 
Mexico might be restricted for years 
to come. i 

In his article on the Mexican situa- 
tion in the current Independent, Am- 
bassador De La Barra gives a hint of 
this feeling, while the revolutionary 
agent, Gomez, comes out flat-footed 
with the statement that In case of in- 
tervention the insurrection would 
cease and the insurgents would join 
hands with the government in repel- 
ng the invaders. 

Meanwhile the fighting in Chihua- 
hua continues. The reports with re- 
gard to the serious situation of the 
capital city persist, and!it is further 
asserted that the revolution is spread- 
ing, and that large additions of armed 
forces to the rebels may be expected 
at any time. What effect such a con- 
dition will have on the movements of 
our troops cannot be stated at this 
time, 

The opinion held by some in Wash- 
ington is that President Taft, through 
secret reports from Mexico, became 
convinced that foreigners, and par- 
ticularly Americans, were not secure, 
and that this was one motive for the 
mobilization of our troops. 

A new view of our military move- 
ment is put forwara by ex-Secretary 
of the Navy Bonaparte, who believes 
it is designed to show the American 
people the weakness of their military 
forcecs. 


“A CASE OF SUICIDE”

ago, John S. Weith, chief counsel for

‘suicide. Here is Keith’s statement: 


“As the case goes on day by day and 
we hear nothing, and we receive no 
clews as to Miss Arnold’s where- 
abouts, it looms up in my opinion as a 
case of suicide.” 


Reporter Would Not “Peach” 

Atlanta, March 16.—Because T, J. 
Hamilton, a reporter for the Augusta 
Herald, refused to give the police 
board the name of a policeman who 
gave him a “tip’’ on a murder story,

San Francisco, March 14.—A spec- 
tacular raid in Chinatown resulted in 
the capture of six Chinese slave girls 
said to have been illegally imported 
and purchased for the sum of $25,000. 

The girls were removed to the Angel 


‘island immigrant station and will be 


: await the action of the gov- 
ernment. It is believed that the girls 
were smuggled into this port within 
the last six months, and that they 
will be deported. 

Before the hiding place of the girls 
was discovered the officers chapped 
through seven blind doors. The door 
of a secret chamber wherein the girls 
were huddled was an ingeniously con- 
trived panel containing a portrait of 
the Chinese emperor. 


BEAN INQUEST ENDS 


Grandfather, Aged 104, Is a Witness 
Against the Accused Boy 

Maidstone, Vt., March 16.—After 
being in session three full days and 
hearing the testimony of nearly half a 
hundred witnesses, the inquest on the 
deaths of Mrs. George Bean and her 
daughter, Nina, was ended last night. 

The two women were shot and killed 
in their home last Thursday, and Ar- 
thur Bean, a son and brother, is 
locked up on suspicion of having been 
responsible for the deaths. 

Eight witnesses were called yester- 
day, the last one being John Sweet, 
the 104-year-old grandfather of the 
accused, who had previously stated 
that he was locked in a closet by 
young Bean just previous to the 
shooting.

MISS WHITTIER 
WAS DROWNED 


Mystery. of Ipswich Schoolgirl 
Almost Wholly Solved 


HER BODY FOUND IN RIVER 


Opinion That She Committed Suicide 
on Jan. 13, Since Which Time 
Search Has Been Widespread—Not 
Definitely Known How Long Re- 
mans Had Been n Water—No Marks 
of Violence Are Found 


Cambridge, Mass., March 16.—The 
body of Florence BE. Whittier, the 
Ipswich girl, who has been missing 
since Jan. 13, and for whom the po- 
lice of every city and town in New 
England have been searching, was 
found by a schoolboy, floating in the 
Charles river not far from the Cam- 
bridge end of the Harvard bridge, 
which connects this city with Boston. 

With the discovery of the girl's 
body a mystery that has rivalled that 
of the disapeparance of Dorothy Ar- 
nold, the New York girl, has been 
almost wholly solved. 

How long the body had been in the 
water the medical examiners, who 
performed an autopsy last night, were 
unable to state definitely. Whether it 
had been frozen in the river ice for 
two months or whether it had been tn 
the water but three or four days, they 
could not determine. Why she left 
home, where she went subsequently, 
and how long she has been dead are 
yet matters to be ascertained, but tt 
fs believed that she committed sul- 
cide on the day she disappeared. 

According to Medical Examiner 
Swan, who, with Medical Examiner 
Durrell, performed the autopsy, death 
was by drowning. “There were no 
marks on the body,” sald Swan, “and 
all the organs were in a normal con- 
dition.” 

Florence B. Whittier disappeared on 
Jan. 13 last, and despite the fact that 
her description was sent broadcast, no 
trace of her was discovered until ber 
body was seen floating in the water. 

Letters poured in to the Whittier 
family at Ipswich from all parts of the 
country; some containing what pur- 
ported to be clues, and others offering 
to disclose her whereabouts for speci- 
fied amounts. 

The girl, who was.19 years of age, 
was a daughter of Maynard Whittier, 
a retired merchant of Ispwich, and 
at the time of her disappearance was 
attending the Bryant & Stratton bust- 
ness college in Boston. Her family ts 
connected with that of the poet Whit. 
tier. 

On the day on which she was last 
seen she lei. the business college 
shortly after 2 o’clock, presumably to 
go home. She was never seen alive 
again. 


MRS. WOOD IS DEAD 


Slayer of Husband and Son Succumbs 
to Self-Infileted Wounds 

New Haven, March 14,—The double 
murder in Branford was turned into a 
triple tragedy yesterday afternoon 
when Mrs. Christopher C, Wood died 
of wounds inflicted by shooting herself 
through the breast after she had shot 
and killed her husband and 38-year-old 
son last Friday. 

Coroner Mix announced that her 
death disposed of the case. He re- 
fused to make public his report or de- 
tails of the fatal quarrel between 
husband and wife and the visits to 
the woodhouse of a wealthy politician 
of Branford.

inclined to think that he will have 
as much difficulty in realizing his 
wishes as have.those before him, gn- 
less the State is ready to par a 
large amount of money and enlarge 
the present State House. The last 
commission appointed to consider 
this proposition, of which the writer 
was a member, came to the same 
conclusion that several others had 
before them, that it was only a mat- 
ter of time when it would be neces- 
sary for the Commonwealth to pur- 
chase adjoining land and use a part 
of it for a new building, or an ad- 
dition to the present structure, and 
retain the balance for an extension 
of the present State House park. Of 
course, such a proposition involved 
the expenditure of a large sum of 
money, for the property to be taken 
is of great value, and is increasing 
in value year by year. 


The suggestion of the Governor 
to divide the present high-storied 
rooms by mezzanine floors and place 
clerks in the galleries, would prob- 
ably be quite a proper procedure to 
be followed in a business block, but 
it would hardly conform to the 
standards of dignity required. in 
such an important public building as 
the Massachusetts State House. As 
a matter of fact, assuming that the 
rental is as large as the Governor 
claims it to be, the Commonwealth 
would have to be a much more care- 
ful builder than it usually has been, 
to provide the same quarters for any- 
where near the money that it now 
takes. Of course, this could be done 
if a simple and effective office build- 
ing were erected, but public works 
are not usually constructed on 
simple lines, and there isn’t much to 
indicate that any revamped State 
House would be very different from 
most other State House extensions 
and repairs that have never been be- 
gun without leading to very large ex- 
penditures, 


Editorial Cinders 


There is danger that they will 
overdo the charter revision talk in 
Lawrence.

The Making of Spellers 
How easy a lot of those words 
seemed last Friday night, and it did 


seem as if the scholars should not, 


have missed any of them until lon 
after most of them had been floor 
by the positive call of “Next” on the 
part of the conductor of the Lincoln 
Spelling Match. And yet we pre- 
sume that those of us who have 
never spelled in public, if we wish to 
retain our reputations, would better 
do our spelling with our dictionaries 
close at hand, for it isn’t at all un- 
likely that there would be. more “n’s” 
in “banana” than there were for 
some of those who stumbled last 
Friday night, while “meningitis” 
would become a very prevalent dis- 
ease whether it were spelled with 
an e or an i, and the final result 
would have been more naturally ex- 
pressed by the bestowal of a few 
good-sized heads of cabbage, rather 
than any bouquet of “fuchsias” 
passed up by admiring friends, if we 
should “spell in public.” 

We do think there might be some 
improvement in the manner of con- 
ducting this important Andover 
function, and this is said without 
any suggestion of criticism, but 
rather as a query. whether it might 
not be wise to have the contestants 
heard hereafter in relays, for the 
public will stand for a little longer 
entertainment than that of Friday 
night, if they can be saved from so 
much confusion as is incident to the 
passing in and out and up and 
down of those who have been heard 
and go around again. This confu- 
sion was very annoying, and must 
have made it practically impossible 
for those very far in the rear of the 
hall to hear what was going on: It 
is very evident that the Lincoln 
Spelling Match will hold the interest 
of Andover people for a good while, 
and those in charge of it might well 
study if there is not some way in 
which the contest can be conducted 
to the better comfort of the audience. 

It was a striking result that final- 
ly came, in having the Stowe school 
secure all of the original prizes, and 
having two of them go to children 
from one family, and that a family of 
Italians, who have certainly had 
fewer opportunities than many of 
those there, to study the English 
language. Are the Lincoln spelling 
prizes to result in the creation and 
training of an rae id new race of 
spellers? Certainly there is a sug- 
gestion in the result of last Friday 
night that the American education 
for our foreign-born population is a 
great anchor for the safety of 
American institutions. 


A press of other matters has made 
it necessary for us to hold out the 
poem published above, and made 
peculiarly timely by the recent death 
of the author, Sam Walter Foss of 
Somerville. “The House by the Side 
of the Road” may not appeal to all 
of the admirers of Mr. Foss as his 
best work, but it certainly is one of 
the very best of his productions in 
its mirror of the man himself. He 
loved human nature in its very best 
sense, and all of his writings have 
in. them the human element that 
above all technical qualities made of 
them welcome and helpful produc- 
tions. It was a pretty good man who 
could put all his thoughts into so 
much of the life of his fellowmen, as 
Sam Walter Foss did in the words 
quoted above, and in many of his 
other productions.

Water Supply and Its Purifying 


The monthly meeting of the Free 
church men’s club was held in the 
Sunday school room at the church 
Tuesday evening, and was a very 
successful affair.

Following the routine business of the 
meeting, President John W. Bell in- 
troduced H. W. Clark, chief-chemist 
of the Massachusetts State Board of 
Health, who delivered a very instruct- 
ive illustrated lecture on “Water Sup- 
ply and Its Purifying.” The lecturer 
opened his subject with a reference 
to the earliest known efforts to fur- 
nish towns and cities with an ade- 
quate water supply, and showed pic- 
tures of the aqueducts of ancient 
Rome, some of which are said to be 
sti in use, though built more than 
300 years B. C. He traced very min- 
utely the slow awakening of the 
people of large communities, both at 
home and abroad, to the fact that the 
water supply was often the source of 
serious and devastating epidemic dis- 
eases, owing to the vast number o 
disease germs contained therein, and 
by illustration and figures showed 
how the health of communities has 
been improved by the adoption of 
modern methods of filtration. 

The lecture was listened to with 
rapt attention by all present. A for- 
mal vote of thanks to Mr. Clark 
brought the meeting to a close.

Lecture on John Boyle 


Brilliant 
‘ O'Reilly 


The town hall was crowded last 
night by an audience gathered to 
hear Mrs. Katherine O’Mahoney 
of Lawrence lecture on the life of 
the Irish poet-patriot,. John , Boyle 
O'Reilly. he lecture which was 
given under the auspices of St. Au- 
gustine’s church, was in observance 
of St. Patrick’s Day. 

Mrs. O’Mahoney is a very pleas- 
ing speaker and her enthusiasm over 
her subject rendered her two hours’ 
address full of interesting descrip- 
tions and anecdotes, Not only that, 
but the lecture was illustrated re 
stereopticon views, many of whic 
were colored, showing Irish. scenes 
and American ones as well, connect- 
ed with the life of O’Reilly. 

The speaker began with a descrip- 


told of his parents, his childhood and 
his growth to manhood. She then 
described in detail his enlistment in 
\the regiment of English Hussars, 
and his later arrest, together with 
many of his countrymen, on the 
charge of failing to give information 
in regard to a mutiny which had 
arisen among the soldiers, He was 
tried and sentenced to death in 1 
Later his sentence was changed to 
life imprisonment, and still later that 
was commuted to twenty years in 
prison. The first part of these twen- 
years were spent in England. and 
1 O'Reilly, with his fellow-prison- 
ers, was taken to Western Australia. 
Here the poet longed for freedom, 
seemingly all in vain, until, through 
the kindness of an Irish priest, and 
after several disappointments, he was 
taken on board an American whaler, 
and after some time succeeded in 
making his escape and reaching 
America. The rest of Mrs. O’Ma- 
honey’s lecture was given up to trac- 
ing O’Reilly’s remarkable rise in the 
literary -world in this country, and 
toa Dienssion of some of his well- 
known poems. The story of his sud- 
den death, which came in 1890, and 
a tribute to the poet beloved by so 
many, brought the address to a close. 
The lecture was interspersed by 
singing by a girls’ chorus, and solos 
by. Miss Belle Bowman and Frank

Ex-President Roosevelt says that 
President Taft is right in using the 
big stick when he says that the Can- 
adian Treaty must be fairly and es 


considered by both houses. Mr, Wil- 
son, the authority on agriculture, says 
that the Treaty will be of benefit to 
the American farmers. Roosevelt 
may not be so great a man as Col. 
Clarke of the home market brand. 
Our friend, Mr. Wilson, being only a 
Scotchman may, like many Scotch- 
men, have a small head—yet it is my 
opinion that both Messrs. Roosevelt 
and Wilson see farther before them 
than Col. Clarke who says that 
Gloucester will be ruined by the Can- 
adian Treaty. 

Some years ago I spent ten days 
in Nova Scotia, chiefly near Halifax. 
I had a letter of introduction to a 
gentleman interested in fish and fish- 
ing, who put me right on where to 
go to get trout fishing. During sev- 
eral conversations with this fisli man, 
I learned that London was the place 
that ruled the prices of lobsters and 
salmon, as well as for sea trout an 
several other kinds of fish. He told 
me that Boston just had to pay the 
prices got in London, 

Wheat in this country is ruled by 
prices in Liverpool just as cotton is 
ruled by the Manchester market. 

Suppose that Col. Clarke is earnest 
and that Nova Scotia and Canada 
will send cheap fish here and beat the 
American fisherman, If, say, three 
or four millions of people are to be 
benefited by getting a supply of 
cheap fish, and say, thirty or fo 
thousand people are not to be so we 
off as before, I cannot see the wrong, 
the awful catastrophe that this state 
of affairs would bring. There is a 
saying that necessity is the mother 

j of invention. It may be that Glou- 
cester fisherfolks may invent a good 
mode of curing fish and export them 
to every part of the earth, and this 
detested treaty may be a blessing in 
disguise, 

he Nova Scotia and Canadian 
fishermen are not to throw their fish 
at us for nothing. They will try to 
et the highest price possible, There 
is a large business done by sending 
lobsters from Yarmouth to Boston. 
Boston will save the duty now paid 
on these lobsters by the new treaty, 
It may be that .we will use more 
fish, which learned men tell us is a 
rain food (we all need more brains 
than we have) and the demand for 
all kinds of edible fish may keep the 

Gloucester men busy, _ 

Enough about fish just now. I 
don’t wish this letter to be a fish 
story! : 

The raising and feeding of cattle 

is not always done in one county or 
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even in one district of a country. 
In Ireiand they raise an immense 
number of calves. They keep these 
calves only for one year. The Scotch 
farmer buys the yearling Irish 
“stirks” and keeps them a year, Then 
the English and Southern Scotch 
farmers buy these two-year-olds and 
finish them for the butcher. Why 
does the Irish farmer not finish these 
cattle? On his little farm he finds 
that he cannot do so profitably. Why 
does the man who buys the meettings 
not finish them? It may be that he 
has good pasture and hay, but good 
feeding of various kinds is needed to 
finish the three-year-old steer and 
the southern’ farmer has a large, 
warm stable, plenty of various kinds 
of feed, beet root, turnips, hay, grain, 
and last but not least, he has money 
to buy our linseed cake and cotton- 
seed cake. 
. Well, many will say, what has all 
this long story about cattle-raising 
in England to do with this Canadian 
treaty? It may be that Canada is the 
best place to raise calves and that 
this country is ‘the best place to 
finish these calves, or it may be that 
this country will raise the calves and 
sell them to the Canadian farmers. 
I am just enough of a farmer to 
know that a change of seed is de- 
sirable if a good crop is wanted. 
The Canadian farmer may want our 
seeds and we may do better to ex- 
change our seeds with him, and so 
the word “reciprocity” will mean 
something. 
It is astonishing how many men 
have small heads. Lord Lansdown 
the opposition leader in the House o 
Lords, and Mr. Balfour, the opposi- 
tion leader in the House of eS 
mons, both gave a sample of the’ 
narrow toryism when they wished 
Mr. Asquit to approve this new 
Canadian treaty. r. Asquith told 
them that it was none of their busi- 
ness, These tories wish to put a tax 
on produce from this country and let 
in Canadian produce free. Mr. 
Asouith tells them that America is 
their best buyer and that he cannot 
see the sense of offending their best 
client, 
May I state here that in my opinion 
the Canadian people may throw off 
all British rule and be a big self-con- 
tained republic. But at the same 
time she will never be one of the 
united states of this country, 
is only my ion, 
T notice that they are to reform 
the mode of electing lords in Eng- 
land. Our wise men from this state 
in the Senate want no reform. They 
don’t believe in the people. The peo- 
ple, like a worm, will some day turn 
and try to bite back.

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During the past season 77 school 
girls, 54 evening girls, who are busy 
through the day, and 9 mothers, have 
entered the Guild class-work, mak- 
ing a total of 140 besides the 23 
adults and 14 children who took the 
ten weeks’ course in Arts and Crafts. 

There have been 122 gymnasium 
appointments with a total attendance 
of 2132 and 119 Industrial work ap- 
pointments with a total of 763, About 
fifty different receipts have been 
tested in the cooking classes and 
copies are given to each member of 
the class for use in the home with 


similar receipts that could be mod- 


Woman’s Guild, | ifed from the receipts actually tried. 


These courses have been under Miss 
Ashton, one of our resident workers, 
who came to us from the School of 
Domestic Science. Seven. mothers, 
seventeen evening girls and fifteen 
school girls have entered these 
courses for eight lessons each, Four- 
teen school girls are finishing the 
Sewing course under Miss Blunt’s 
instruction, eleven younger girls have 
started upon the new course under 
Miss Ashton, while four girls who 
have been making under-garments 
with Miss Sutter of Simmons Col- 
lege are now in Miss Ashton’s care. 
The evening girl’s sewing under Miss 
Sutter’s instruction, has now been 
given to Miss Donovan, for seven 
years a teacher in Sewing at the 
North Bennett School, Boston. 
Fifteen evening girls have made 
from two to four articles in Stencil- 
ling under Miss Stone’s instruction 
fodlowen by Misses Stork and Farn- 
ham as volunteers, This line of work 
offers an inexpensive and, sanitary 
kind of fancy work that meets a need. 
Our work with the High school 
girls has been only gymnasium work 
and basket-ball but with all other 
clubs the members have been eligible 
for the Industrial classes mentioned 


above. ‘ 

The work for the little folks has 
not been as strong as we hoped, 
largely because of the great amount 
of petty illness among these children, 
a fact that also made the mothers’ 
club much smaller than last year. 
The Kitchen Garden, Weaving, and 
Picture cutting work will start more 
briskly and early in the season we 
hope, another year. The mothers 
have had rug-making with Mrs. An- 
derson and Sewing with Mrs. Bart- 
lett on Tuesday evenings and with 
Mrs. Hotch ss, Mrs. Chester Ab- 
bott and Miss Blunt on Wednesday 
afternoons. The nurses have given 
several practical, illustrated talks on 
Care of the Sick, to the mothers and 
their friends. Miss Thomson, our 
other resident worker, has been at 
home to the girls on alternating Sun- 
day afternoons when the quiet visits 
with a cup of tea at the close lays 

ne 

of these afternoons Miss French re- 
peated her talk to the Mothers on the 
uses of Cold water and another. Sun- 
day one of the teachers from the 

Conservatory of Music gave the girls 

a musical hour. The average atten- 
dance has been about fourteen. The 

girls frequently entertain and serve 

tea. Miss Thomson came to us from 
‘a full course at Sargent Gymnasium 


and seven years’ experience as a 


| teacher. She brought an enthusiasm 


into the work that has given remark- 
able results not only in the total at- 
tendance as given above, but in the 
results in mnasium training as 
shown the night of Febrtary first 
when our class work was opened to 
the public 

It is rather difficult perhaps, to 
find great improvement in five 
months but the girls gymnasium 
classes at the Guild may feel satis- 
fied with what they have accom- 
plished in that time. The enthu- 
siasm of most of the girls has helped 
immensely, and in the games the 
spirit has been excellent. It is in- 
teresting for those watching the pro- 
gress to see the reticent ones losing 
a certain amount of self conscious- 
ness and the more self assertive 
learning greater self control and 
really caring to help the others. 

What the classes have been able 
to accomplish in the actual physical 
work as well as in the training is 
perhaps partly shown in the program 
of an. exhibition given recently: 

Marching, marching calisthenics, 
dumb bell drill, games, dancing steps, 
Indian club drill, circle jump, asthe- 
tic dance steps, a group of Folk 
dances; apparatus. work, parallel 
bars, horse, horizontal bar, rings 
jumping, rage between Middlers an 
Punchard, military drill. 

Each period of work has been defi- 
nitely, planned with exercises for the 
different parts of the body and a 
proper amount of time given to 
games and recreation. 
ketball teams have been formed and 
exchange games played. Certain les- 
sons at regular intervals were of a 
purely recreational nature and the 
members who had attended regular- 
ly invited their girl friends to these 
to enter as class members or to 
watch from the side lines. Our pub- 
lic Saturday “evenings mean much to 
the evening girls as well as the béys 
and aside from. the concert Novem- 
ber 12, by the og Academy musi- 
cal tg another concert, Noyem- 
ber 19th, by Bosten talent, the “Snow 
flake Dance,” January 28, given by 
the Young Men’s basket-ball team 
and Wilson, the Magician, on Febru- 
ary 4th, every Saturday evening has 
been devoted to basket-ball games 
with out-of-town teams. Does any- 
one question the training in self- 
control, the good lesson in pulling 
together and the benefit of a pleas- 
ant evening in our own home gym- 
nasium under the supervision of 
older people as against Lawrence’s 
attractions, — 

The. eyening girls have been di- 
vided into a senior and junior group 
for “club nights,” each group having 
a business meeting alternating weeks. 
The Seniors worked with Mrs. E. A. 
Baldwin and Miss Susanna Smith and 
the Juniors with Misses Clark and 
Hoyt until Miss Frances Tyer’s re- 
turn when she became the club 
leader for both groups.

Speaker from Tuskegee Institute 


Prof. Frank P. Chisholm, a gradu- 
ate of Tuskegee Institute and assist- 
ant to Booker T. Washington, spoke 
last Sunday in the Andover churches 
in the interest of his alma mater, 
Monday morning he addressed brief- 
ly the students at the Academy. 

In his address Prof. Chisholm re- 
lated an interesting story of Tuske- 
gee’s. history and growth. The 
school has today 96 buildings, 2,300. 
acres of land, 176 teachers and 1,600: 
students. There is also a large farm 
of 900 acres of land on which the 
school raises almost all of its own 
food supplies, Training is being 
given in 39 different trades. Every 
student who comes must take some 
one trade. 

Prof. Chisholm eres and fig- 
ures to show that the Tuskegee grad- 
uates are solving their problems of 
poverty, ignorance, criminality and 
economic inefficiency. 

“Wherever our graduates go,” said 
the speaker, “they are busy at work 
on the farm, in the shop, in the fac- 
tory, in the home, in church, in day 
school, in Sunday school, and in 
business and grolesione! pursuits. 
They are busy at work, because es 
have learned to do something whic 
the world, which civilization wants 
done.” Education is also having a 
tremendous moral effect upon the 
negro. Of the 800 Tuskegee gradu- 
ates, excepting two, not a single man 
or woman sent out from the school 
hes been convicted a crime any- 
where in the South. The statement 
applies with equal force to the grad- 
uates of any of the more reputable 
negro schools. It pays to educate 
the negro. 

The Tuskegee Institute is. no 
longer an experiment, The results 
of the school for the past thirty years 
ustify is exitgenes and support, 

ifty dollars will educate a student 
for a year at Tuskegee Institute. 
There is no concern in America to- 
day where for every dollar given 
there is greater return, dollar for dol- 
lar, than is true of Booker Washing- 


bama. There has seldom : 
time when the school was more in 
need of funds than now. 

Prof. Chisholm stated that corre-
